Gang, 


The title says it all. I recently wrote an article which is being submitted 
to The QRP Quarterly. The subject was building and adjusting portable dipole 
antennas. Being conscientious by nature, I checked out my procedure with a 
real antenna. Predictably, I had problems not related to the original goal. 
The difficulties I had are described in a sidebar submitted along with the 
article. I'm not going to reproduce the whole article here to help perpetuate 
the sanctity of the printed word (and my favorite QRP newsletter). But here 
is the sidebar as a teaser! 


Antennas Make You Humble 
N2CX 9-10-96 


The article tells how the tuning process goes when everything goes right. 
As we all know, Murphy often sneaks in and messes things up. My experince in 
ttuning the antenna for this article was no exception to this rule. In 35 
years of hamming I've put up dozens of antennas and at work I've designed, 
installed and tested or supervised installation and test of antennas from 150 
kHz to the GHz range. But Edsel still paid a visit. 


My yard is very small and nearly covered by utility wires so I have very 
little room to put up antennas. I have a 20 foot mast near the property line 
and run my permanent wire antenna along this line. For my temporary antenna 
testing, I just lowered this antenna to the ground at the center and left the 
ends in place. I tied the test antenna to a handy clothes pole and a nearby 
Dogwood. The center was 20 feet up and the ends about 8 feet above ground. 


When I first measured the antenna SWR, the lowest I could get was 2:1! 
Working evenings for a week, I attempted to get it lower. I tried: 


a.) Rechecking the lengths to see if I had made a mistake. They were correct 
within a few inches. 

b.) Replacing the wire with uninsulated wire. SWR was unchanged. 

c.) Replacing the center insulator and coax with a new set. Same SWR. 

d.) Very careful dressing of the feedline. If I got it just right, the SWR 
went down to 1.9:1. 


e.) Coiling up the coax in a 5 turn choke balun. Same SWR. 

£.) Cutting the antenna for 20 meters. Minimum SWR was about 1.4:1. 

g.) Replacing the antenna with a 50 ohm resistor. SWR was 1.0:1. 

h.) Hoisting the feedline with the 50 ohm resistor to the 20 foot level. SWR 
was 1.0:1. 

i.) Rechecking the permanent antenna (also cut for 30 meters). Minimum SWR was 
1.4:1 


No matter what I tried, I could not reduce the SWR appreciably. Needless 
to say I was talking to myself and doubting my competence. Ina last ditch 
effort, I carefully reconsidered the end tie points. I had not removed the 
permanent dipole from its anchor points because I needed a ladder to get to 
them. That was literally the last thing I could think of to try. As darkness 
approached one evening and the mosquitos were particularly vicious, I untied 
the permanent dipole and reconnected its ends to the clothes pole and Dogwood. 
Guess what? The SWR was 1.9:1! As darkness fell, I knew I had found the 
problem. 


The next night I tied the test antenna along the property line. Success! 
Now the lowest SWR was 1.5:1 and my tuning proceeded as indicated in the 
article. In my laziness to find convenient tie points I had ignored the fact 
that the last couple of feet of one antenna leg ran over a short section of 2 
foot high fencing around a flower bed on its way to the clothes pole. That 
put it only 5 feet above the fence. I suppose that the fence must have some 


resonance near 30 meters and this caused the high SWR. 


Moral of the story? Don't ignore anything. When things don't work out as 
expected you have probably made some dumb mistake. Don't look for obscure 
problems, check for something very simple. And don't forget what you found 
out the next time you put up an antenna. The major difference between an old 
hand and a rookie is that the old timer knows more simple things to try when 
things don't work. And he has learned to be humble!

>I want to use an antenna that requires a 1/4 wave matching transformer. 
>It's a one band delta loop and due to feedline routing troubles I have to 
>use coax. 

> 

>Can I use the 1/4 wave transformer at the rig end? I cannot think of why 
>not. Thanks, Mark N2VPK 


Hi Mark, the answer is no. One cannot just willy-nilly move matching 
circuits around. The 1/4 wave matching transformer is designed to 
transform the coax impedance to the antenna impedance. Assuming that 
you are trying to match 50ohm coax to the delta loop's 100ohms, if you 
locate the 1/4 wave transformer at the rig, you will probably make 

the mismatch worse. 


Assuming the loop's impedance is 100ohms, you have only a 1.3:1 SWR 
with 75o0hm coax. Depending on the height above ground, the loop's 
resonant impedance may be closer to 75o0hms anyway. Try it without 
the 1/4 wave transformer first to see if you even need it.

I read some of the replys...here is my 2-cents worth. 


An 80 m wire dipole will show an SWR at the feed point of less 
than 1.5 EVEN IF the antenna is only 10 feet above ground. 


That is direct experience using MFJ SWR Analyzer. 


The question is: at what frequency? The frequency of lowest SWR 
will shift as one raises the antenna...whether as a horizontal 
or an inverted VEE. The shift will not be more than 50 KHz. on 80 m. 


When someone tells me that they can not get an SWR below 3:1 

on 80 meters...and the antenna length is anywhere between 

130 and 136 feet, then I know the problem is in the *constructionx 
of the antenna. 


Things to check with an OHMmeter: 


1. measuring resistance across the coax connector must show 
an open circuit 


2. measuring the resistance from one far end of the antenna 
to the one side of the coax connect must show a near 
short circuit, and that antenna end to the other 
side of the coax connector must be an open circuit. 


3. do the same for the other end of the antenna, with 
reversed results at the coax connector. 


INSPECT the connection of the coax to the antenna feed point: 

if either or both are xnot* connected to the wire arms of 

the antenna, the "termination" impedance will be near infinity. 
This will have an excellent chance to show up as "can't get 

the SWR below 3:1 with the ATU." (The voice of experience here.) 


INSPECT the coaxial connector...prove that 1) you have a good 
electrical connection for the center connector and 2) for the braid. 
Reasoning is same as previous paragraph. 


PROVE to yourself that there is NOT a short circuit between the 
inner conductor and the braid...not inside the coaxial barrel 

due to overheating...or along the coax due to careless kinking. 

A short circuit also showsup as "can't get the SWR below 3:1 with 
my ATU." 


Another point: the minimum size of a choke balun wound from 

RG-58U (0.25" dia) is at least 9 inches of winding on a 4 inch diameter 
PVC form. Anything much smaller than that does not have enough 

XL to block RF currents from coming back on the outer braid. Otherwise, 
your dipole (at RF) really consists of THREE wires... 


So, Steve's first rule for combating HIGH SWR, is to prove the 
D.C. correctness of the antenna SYSTEM, before turning to any 
discussion of antenna length formulas.

I would like to ask a favor and get some help in running a "proposed" 
antenna through a computer modeling program. One of the reasons I built 
a Super Tee antenna tuner is to have a multi-band long wire antenna. 


I would like to make it at least 2 wave lengths long at 7.040 so I 
calculated the total length to be 984x(N-0.025) / F(Mhz) where N = 2 in 
this case and the frequency = 7.040 Mhz. The total length comes out to 
about 276 feet. I have also considered running it out to three 
wavelengths and a total length of about 416 feet I want to feed it 
off-center and put a half-wave on one side of the house (65 feet) and 
run the rest of it down a long hill. I can use either 300 ohm twinlead 
or 450 ohm ladder line to feed it. It would be up about 35 feet and 
both the short side and long side would be running down hill (in 
opposite directions naturally). The ends would be about 20 feet off the 
ground. 


I have several questions: 


1) Any reason to use 300 vs 450 ohm feedlines? One better than the 
other? 


2) Any optimum length for the feedline? The run from top of the 
antenna mast to the 2nd story shack is less than 65 feet. 


3) At what angle do the lobes off the long wire radiate? I have a 
couple of choices for anchor points at each end, but it would basically 
run north and south? 


4) Will I get more radiation off the "longer" (south) side of the 
antenna? I know that would probably happen if I terminated it, but what 
if I leave it unterminated.If so, I may not do it because I'd be pumping 
the Gulf of Mexico full of QRP Power. 


5) Would it be to my advantage to set up two legs and run it as a 
V-beam antenna? Would I get more gain that way? From the FDIM paper on 


V-beams, it would appear that I should. 


6) What kind of counterpoise (if any) should I use? Grounding system? 


If this is more work than it is worth to run through a computer model, 
I'll understand, so "experienced" antenna builders feel free to 
speculate with out the computer printouts.

Hi gang. 


For those of you that have a TAC-1, or may buy one, I have come 
up with some easier ways to align it. Some of these came about 

as a result of a couple of emails with another person on this 
list who is building one. Got me to thinking and looking at mine 
again. I never was quite satisfied with the alignment I did on it. 


First, to align the rcvr input bandpass filter, be sure to disable 
the AGC circuit before starting by removing U15, the AGC amplifier. 
Then use a high or low impedance analog DC voltmeter to measure the 
low-level AGC developed between ground and the anode of D21, the AGC 
rectifier. The voltmeter's input impedance doesn't seem critical here, 
as plenty of DC voltage is available at fairly low signal levels. 


I have been told if the test input signal is low enough, the AGC will 
be inactive, and an audio voltmeter can be used to peak the tuned 
circuits. That may be true, but as soon as you peak the LC networks, 
the low-level signal input will be too high from the increased signal 
sensitivity, and what was a weak input signal is no longer weak enough 
to prevent the AGC action from masking the results of your alignment 
efforts. Trust me, disable the AGC before starting. I never got a good 
alignment before doing that. The MC1350 has VERY high AGC gain! 


The input filter can be made quite sharp in its bandpass if you are only 
interested in a narrow range of frequenices, or it can be tailored to 

a broader shape to cover most of the range from 7.0 - 7.19 MHz. This 

was true for the 40m version I have, but should be the same for the 80m 
model one, too. 


I first peaked my unit at 7.100 by compressing and uncompressing the 


windings of T13 and T12. It is probably easier to just compress them 

as much as possible to begin with, and then watch the negative AGC 
voltage at D21 as you spread them. This will get both transformers very 
near resonance as they need to be, and then you can decide what band 
limits you want them to provide as you tune between the upper freq. 

and lower freq. of interest. For example, peak first at 7.100 MHz and then 
tune down to 7.00 MHZ and take an AGC voltage reading. Then tune to 

say, 7.15 or 7.199 Mhz and see how far off the readings are. If the 
reading is lower at 7.00, compress the windings a little. If the AGC 
voltage is lower at 7.15 or 7.199 MHz as you prefer, spread the windings 
apart a little bit and then repeat the low freq measurement. 


The object being to match the upper and lower measurements so they 

are equal, or nearly so. This type of bandpass filter is very sensitive 

to small movements of the windings, so once you get them near resonance, 
you won't want to move them very much before taking the new measurement. 
It gets kinda tedious, but it will make you very happy with the increased 
sensisitity and BCI rejection. I used a small tweezer with curved ends to 
compress the windings, and then used the point of a non-metallic alignment 
tool to spread them, so as to not upset the inductance with 

a metal tool as I watch the AGC voltage. 


While you have the AGC disabled and the DC voltmeter still attached, you 
might as well adjust the trimmer on the IF amplifier transformer, C136. 
It is quite sensitive, so a stiff tuning tool is essential, or you'll 

be tuning back and forth repeatedly, trying to get it to stop here you 
want it. Does this sound familiar to you? ;-) 


I peaked the IF trimmer cap, and then moved to the audio output to set 
the BFO for best level with the audio filter on. You can get it spot-on 
this way, just make sure the frequency adjustments to the LO osc and 
translation osc have been done correctly first, so the 12.00 MHz 
passband of the xtal filter is centered. Piece of cake! 


I saw a BIG improvement in the passband characteristics of the antenna 
input filter by using this method. There is plenty of developed AGC 
voltage to move a 20K VOM if that's all you have. I used my big HF rig 
turned down to about 500MW into a dummy load while the antenna input 

of the TAC-1 was plugged into the same coaxial switch as the signal source 
rig. Enough RF leaked across the switch's open contacts to provide the 
right signal strength. I just gotta build one of those attenuation boxes 
one day. :-) 


Keep the signal low enough to develop only about midscale readings on 
your analog voltmeter. I used the 0.6 VDC low range, so midscale was in 


the neighborhood of -0.3VDC or so. Note it is a negative voltage. 


This works great, and follows the intent of the manual's instructions, 


it is just a lot easier to get meaningful results. 


I was not happy with the bandpass filter alignment for the transmitter, 
since it was hard to see any changes in power output readings as I 
adjusted the xmit bandpass filter, even on my OHR WM-1. So I decided 
something different was needed. 


The transmitter bandpass filter is identical to the one in the receiver 
input, since both filters are intended to pass 7.0-7.199 MHz (or 3.5 

- 3.750 MHz for the 80m unit). But unless you can supply a very low 
input signal and take small RF voltage readings at the output with an 
oscilloscope or RF probe, it is hard to see improvements. 


Upon looking at the schematic, I realized the input to the filter is 
near 50 ohms at the junction of R17 and R16. So I experimentally 
connected my MFJ-259 to that point using a pair of hook-clips and a 
length of RG174/U that terminates in a BNC plug. I used a PL259 to BNC 
jack RF adapter to mate the test leads to the MFJ's antenna connector. 


Low and behold, I could find a very nice peak in the MFJ's SWR indicator 

when I swept it's frequency adjustment knob across 7.0-7.2 MHz. Now all 

I had to do was adjust the windings on T1 and T2 as just described above 

in the rcvr alignment, except this time I looked for an SWR of 1:1 instead 

of peak AGC voltage. Since the MFJ only produces about 40mw of 

RF output, no harm is done to the circuit, and it is easy to get a 1:1 

SWR with a little tweaking of the toroids' windings. I peaked mine at 7.100MHz. 


You can even (and should) leave the power off to the TAC-1! It doesn't 
matter whether you do or not, since the DC power to this part of the 
circuit is only present when transmitting. Of course, it's safer to 
adjust it with the power off so you don't release the "smoke gremlin" 
from nearby circuits that DO have voltage present. ;-) 


After the transmitter alignment, I could see a barely perceptible drop 
in the transmitted power output at band edges, with a very broad peak 

across the intended frequency range. My power output is about 9 watts 

on the WM-1 into a dummy load, or the needle rests right on top of the 
1 digit on the 10 watt scale marking of the meter's face. This was at 

13.8 VDC. 


More than 5 watts to be sure, but my unit may be unique. After all, I DID 

hand select transistors for Q3 the T/R sequencer, and Q6 the driver stage. 
Just don't do too many long tune-ups at that power level, because the heat 
sink on the PA stage is pretty small, and I don't think a larger one will 

fit in the cramped space allowed. Normal CW duty is OK, and I haven't had 

any problems at that power, and the CW note is clean. 


A 1K pot at R16 or R25 would probably allow the output to be varied. 12 


volts from a battery yielded about 7 watts output. Or you can substitue 
the appropiate resistor if you need a specific power output level. I 

had to put the 2n3906 back in for Q3 that I had replaced with a 2n4401, 
because I now had TOO much drive for the PA. Ditto for Q6, for which I had 
used a MPS2222a earlier. With those parts, I was running right at 10 

watts out with a 13.8VDC supply! If your's is down on power output, you 
can try those substitutions. I decided all that power from a my little 
MRF476 would surely damage it, especially if I accidentally left the 
antenna switch in the wrong position! WOW! ;-) 


I haven't covered the bandpass filter for the local oscillator (LO), 
since it can be adjusted with the instructions and RF probe provided 

in the kit. It is a little tedious tho, and the same rule applies as in 
the above adjustments. Once you get close to peaking the filter, small 
changes in the windings lend bigger changes in peak output. It's a kind 
of diminishing return for the additional effort you spend, but good 
output and passband characteristics can be gained for the trouble. 


The only thing I found easier to do there, was solder the RF probe across 
T9's winding at its mounting pads, instead of using TP3, which is kinda 
in the way for access to T5 that you are adjusting. Electrically, it's 
the same test point, but it is easier to solder it and not worry about 

it until you finish. 


BTW, a MPS2222a was much quieter for Q17 & Q18. But if your 40m area is as 
noisy as mine, you may not hear the difference. An audio AC voltmeter 

will clearly show this with the antenna on a 50 ohm dummy load. The 

gain seemed just as good, maybe better with the lower NF transistors. 

If you haven't tried these guys, a quick trip to your local Radio Shack 

is overdue. They are great! 


Sorry for the long post, but if any of you have a TAC-1 or find this 
procedure useful on your other gear, let me know. I am quite satisfied 

with the results I achieved, but I tend to overdo it sometimes. Oh well. 

At least I learned a lot and got better performance that was hiding in there! 


Please respond if this info was useful. The TAC-1 is a nice piece of gear.

Guys, I have to share this with you. In the next issue of QRPp is an 
article on the St. Louis Vertical, by Dave Gauding, NFOR. If the name 
sounds familiar, it is, as he did much of the work on the St. Louis 
Tuner. Dave has turned his talents to designing just about the neatest 
portable antenna that I have ever seen. 


It is made from tv twin lead, alligator clips, and a 20 foot long 
collapsable fishing pole. The pole is fiberglass and telescopes out 
from a base about 4 feet long to 20 feet. It is light, strong, and easy 
to assemble and disassemble. 


Tonight I got home from work at 5:00. I took the St. Louis Vertical out 
to the front yard, had it set up in less than 5 minutes, and the bands 
were hopping. First I tuned 40 meters, and heard a QSO in the novice 
band. The 5 signed, and I called the 7, as he was the louder of the 
two. Bang, right back, KI6DS de N7EKX, Gary in Tacoma, WA giving me a 
559. He was running a dipole and one of the Heathkit HW99s, yep, HW99, 
no typo here. I was running the Sierra, St. Louis Tuner, Arizona 
Scorpion Paddles, NorCal Keyer, and of course the St. Louis Vertical. 

In other words, my complete station was HOMEBREW!! How many of you have 
done that. What a thrill. By the way, Gary really liked hearing about 
all of the homebrew gear. We had a solid 30 minute QSO, and he copied 
every word, and gave me a solid 559 report. This was the first QSO with 
the SLV. 


Next, I moved up to 30 meters and worked Tom in Vancouver, B.C. with a 
579 report received. Not bad with 1.75 watts out with a Sierra into a 
portable vertical antenna with 3 radials, 20 feet high. Both contacts 
were made tailending, both with 1.75 Watts, and both lasted about 30 
minutes. 


Complete details on how you can build a St. Louis Vertical will be in 
the Sept. issue of QRPp. IT works Great, and is the perfect antenna for 
portable use. I will be using it for QRP Afield coming up in a couple 
of weeks. Thanks to Dave Gauding for a great idea. 


The next antenna to test is the N2CX Gully Washer that I received from 
Joe Everhart. Guys this antenna looks great. It is a steal at $20. If 
you haven't ordered one, do so. How can I say that when I haven't 
tested it? Well, it is a simple dipole, but the quality of construction 
and components is readily apparent. Trust me on this one. Get a neat 
antenna with a Great Manual for the paltry sum of $20. Great job Joe. 
There will be an article in the December issue on the PVC Gully Washer 
or N2CX dipole kit.

Hello all, 


Here is an update on the results of Hurricane Fran in the Raleigh-Durham- 
Chape Hill area. I live in Morrisville, which is in between Raleigh and 
Durham. 


My QTH is a second-story apartment, and that immediate area sustained no 
"real" damage. We have water and phone services, but no power. The power 
is coming back online gradually as the power companies work upwards through 
their priority queue. Some folks did not lose power at all, some lost it 
for only a day, and some of us are still without. My QTH is estimated to 
be without power until this coming weekend. 


I spent Saturday and Sunday with the Red Cross teams in Durham; from the 
sounds of things on the local (VHF) amateur nets, Raleigh seemed to be 
better covered, whereas Durham was hurting for folks. On Saturday I was 
the radio operator for a Damage Assessment Team (DAT); we drove through 
the streets of northeast Durham counting damage and ranking it by dwelling 
type and damage type. On Sunday I was the radio operator for an Emergency 
Response Vehicle (ERV) which provided food to folks who could not get out 
to get any (mostly the elderly in retirement homes and neighborhoods with 
many small children); this vehicle also served northeast Durham. 


The situation is slowly improving. During Friday and the weekend, ice was 
in short supply and a great many people lost the contents of their freezers. 
The heat and humidity increased, and those unfortunate enough not to have 
access to air conditioning sweltered. There was flooding in low-lying areas, 
affecting both vehicles and structures. Sewers backed up in a few places. 
Most people had safe water, but Orange County (Chapel Hill's location) had 

a problem, as a large influx into the sewage treatment plant resulted ina 
release of partially treated sewage; therefore residents were advised to 
boil their water. Some people lost phone service. Finally, the most highly 
visible and ubiquitous sign of Fran's passage is the downed trees and power 
lines. From Saturday to Sunday in Durham there was no visible improvement 
in this regard. Many cars were crushed, and many dwellings had trees lying 
on them. Many trees and limbs were in the roads; crews with chain saws have 
removed most of them. Chain saws, generators, and gas grills were sold out 
in many locations. 


One item that will have a large impact is this: many people had to go back 
to work Monday, because many (most?) businesses had power. This greatly 
reduces the number of volunteers available for the cleanup effort. Since 
almost no businesses were open Friday, we had essentially a three-day week- 
end for cleanup; Fran's timing was thus somewhat fortuitous. 


Hams throughout the region were volunteering their time and equipment, both 
VHF and HF. Many amateurs have put in very long shifts without relief; I 
do not feel that I worked a very great amount, but I put some time and 
equipment in. I wish I could have put in more, but I also have a wife and 
had to return to work Monday. 


I hope that I may be forgiven for sending this to the list, but a couple of 
y'all have solicited news of our welfare after the storm, and we appreciate 
it.

Hey Gang, 


Need some help and advice on using my Super Tee antenna tuner. I 
finished building the Super Tee antenna tuner and added the power/watt 
meter from the Spring Ham Brew article. I built the differential 
circuit to show the "resultant" Forward/Reflected Power out as per 
Figure 3 in the article. I also have an Autek RF-1 Antenna analyzer to 
measure SWR. Here's my situation. 


A few years back, I put up a 40 meter delta loop for the phone band so 
it is resonant about 7.200MHz, so it is short when I operate QRP around 
7.040 Mhz. I use it on a single band so had a 75 ohm transformer 
transmission line connected to a 50 ohm coax connected to my MXM-40 
transceiver. It's up about 35 feet at the top and 15 feet at the 
bottom...sorta slants at a 45 degree angle with uneven sides (trees just 
not conveniently located.) The SWR (without tuner) is above 2.0:1.0 
when I operate at 7.040 QRP. In spite of the mismatch, I still get out 
pretty well. 


Here's where I need the advice. When I disconnect my transceiver and 
hook up my Autek to get a SWR reading through the tuner, I can get a 
match of 1.1 or 1.2:1.0 quite easily. However, when I disconnect the 
Autek and do the match based on the "resultant" power out reading of the 
Hambrew circuit, my Super Tee antenna settings are quite different. The 
question is: Which reading do I believe the SWR settings or the Power 
out settings? Should they be the same settings and have I just screwed 
up something in the Super Tee? 


Common sense tells me: use the one that gives me the best on the air 
RST reports. I just tried it last night and couldn't get anyone to 
respond to either setting so maybe both settings are misleading and I'm 
burning up all my power inside the tuner (?) OR it was just one of those 
nights when I wasn't going to get out anyway because of band conditions 
Or propogation. On good nights, I've gotten 599 reports from Mexcio, 
Ohio and California without the tuner and an SWR above 2.0: 1.0. so I 
know the antenna works. On other nights, I can call and call and no one 
comes back...like last night, for example. I'll try it again tonight to 
see if I can make a contact with either setting. 


I'll be interested to hear what you think is going on. Be glad to post 
a summary if others are interested in the SWR versus Power Out issue.

Well, the problem is that the SMTP protocol used to transmit e-mail can be used 
to spoof addresses VERY easily, and make determination of the culprit almost 
impossible, unless you have access to the mail logs of the source and destination 
machines.

I'm looking to buy a QRP wattmeter -- any recommendations as far as 
brands/models? A kit would be fine, as long as it doesn't require 
fancy test equipment for calibration (all I have is a digital 
multimeter). I guess I would be satisfied with + or - 10% accuracy 
from about @.25 to 5 watts -- is that do-able without spending big 
bucks?

If you don't mind scrounging for parts, I just built a copy of the W7EL 
wattmeter. Accuracy is about 5% from 5 mW to over 10W. The only calibration 
tool needed is a good high-impedance voltmeter like your DVM. Total cost 
depends on what you have in the junk box, but the "big" parts, the chips and 
the torroids, total to only about $5-6. Mine works great up to 60 MHz! (I 
tested it). 


BTW, for QRP work, you want a meter that is accurate at very low power levels. 


The reason being, if your transmitter only puts out 1W, and your meter is 
insensitive below 1/4W, your SWR will read much better than it actually is most 
of the time!

Yes, Dale That is what I found to be true also. Some of the wire that you 


mentioned is used by our electrical contractors. I get as much of it as I 
need. The local building codes require them to remove and replace with NEW 
when ever they are involved with a renovation. In particular all NoN-Fire 
Retardant Insulated Wiring must be replaced with Teflon or other Fire 
Retardant wiring. This includes Local Area Network Cables (LAN). If we 
pulled all the wire out of the ceilings at one time theis 18 Story Glass 
monster would collapse for sure :‘%). 

I use the twin coax LAN RG-59 Type cable for my antenna feed. Not on 
everything, but here and there. I zipped out one leg of the RG59 type 
Twincoax and used it to feed my 80 meter horizontal loop. It will be 
replaced this year. It has been up there about 5 years and didn't cost a 
cent! I will probably use stranded #14 bare copper antenna wire this go 
around. I got a 1000 foot roll for services rendered (Free). :%) 

It will be fed with Brand New Fire Retardant Twin Coax RG-59 Type wire 
Used as "Shielded Open Wire". I have heard numerous pros and cons on this 
subject over the years. I have decided that it is time for me to find out 
for myself wether it is good or bad for QRPp at my location. If you don't 
try it you won't know. Inquiring minds have gotta know. :%)

I think you hit the target with the question about the type of wire. I used 
to construct a lot of antennae out of surplus construction-type wire. It

was cheap (read 'free') and didn't corrode. Typical designations were 12 
and 14 AWG THHN or TW. In every case I found the textbook formulae to be 
quite a bit long. Without resorting to quantitative testing, I attributed 
it to a velocity factor drastically altered from that of bare copper, caused 
by the effects of the insulation. The solution was to employ empirical 
investigative techniques (cut, measure SWR, cut again) until a suitable 
match was obtained. 


As for a source of the wire, consult your local electrical contractor...
